Is it the End ot Paris 

The honest and steadiast disciples of 
liberalism in Europe, who, unlike BURKE, 
were not driven from their republican 
moorings by the excesses of the first 
French revolution; used to support their 
doctrines and console their faith with the 
reflection that, spite of its horrors, the 
reign of terror was an advantage to the 
world. They were wont to declare that it 
cost less blood than an ordinary battle and 
produced greater and better consequences; 
that it tore up and cast down that which 
was rotien from top to bottom; that it 
swept away a fabric which the genius of 
ruin could only reach; that it did what the 
consei vative and orderly hand of a mod- 
erate statesmanship could not have done, 
pouring a devastating lava-tide over the 
splendors and glories vi a baleful despot- 
ism, only to be cooled and hardened into 
the rich incrustation ot a civilized and 
beneficent system of civil laws and do- 
mestic economy. Considering the results 
of the original outbreak, the long and 
bloody series of Napoleonic wars, the long 
and bloody series of dynastic conflicts, the 
long and bloody series of insurrections, the 
second upheaving in 1848, the coup d' eta in 
51, the empire, its rise and fall, and the final 
collapse of the genius ot progress and hb- 
eralism in the Commune, considering the 
mild and enlightened character of Lovis 
PHILIPPE, considering the grand, peace- 
ful and secure government of Louis Na- 
POLEON, one is led to doubt the pretensions 
put torwerd in behalf of the liberalizing 
and ennoblivg tendencies of French revo- 
lutions at least. 

Has revolution done good or ill for 
France? Js the sum of the revolutions ot 
the last eighty years a sign of promise and 
of hope? What was gained by Christen- 
dom in the overthrow of the old regime and 
the erection of a new one even more ar. 
bitrary aud despotic? In what did hberty 
gain by substituting the democratic im- 
perialism of NAroLRON for the frightful 
anarchy of the reds? Are the peopie of 
France capable of appreciating, of under 
standing, of preserving that which is 
worth appreciating, uuderstauding and 
preserving? It is true that the French are 
a recuperatiye people. The deeecrated 
shrines may be rebuilt. The ruined edi- 
fices may be repaired. The desolated 
landmarks may be replaced. The waste 
may once more rise up maguificent from 
the ashes of the volcanic irruption that 
produced it. But to whose profit and to 
what end but future revolutions and tuture 
wars, repeating the disgracetul and heart- 
sickening features of those we have read 
of and that which we are now beholding? 

Experience does not entitle us to hope 
that this explosion will fertilize the soil it 
has devastated. It entitles us to fear that 
the glory of Paris bas departed; that it bas 
had its day; that it must give place to a 
rival; that civilization, which made its 
home there so long, will begin to see‘, 
and will surely find, a new capital. It 
may be Berlin, or it may be Florence. 
Who knows but the genius of modera en- 
terprise and culture will cross the seas and 
take up its quarters in New York, which, 
more than London, Rome, Florence, Ber- 
lin or Vienna, resembles the Paris of the 
empire, and is most capable of being made 


the Paris of the future? * 


The Military Strength of Prussia. 

The wonderful success of the Prussian 
army in the recent war is still a topic o; 
prolonged and spirited discussion The 
newspapers bave,in a measure, dropped 
the subject, but the magazines and re- 
views have now taken it up with new and 
augmented interest. Mauch philosophic 
speculation is indulged, various causes are 
assigned, and the magazines seem 2 
unlikely to re at any com- 
mon conclusion as all the tribe 
of political and religious jour. 
pals which have given to the country 
their ponderous an@ elaborate opinions. 
This is still an age in which brute force is 
regarded by the great mass of mankind as 
the fairest and certainly the most conclu- 
sive method of determining the justice of 
a moral question, The chassepot, the 
mitraiileuse and the Springfield rifle seem 
as popular an umpire now as they would 
have been in other days when an “armed 
ARISTOTLE” launched his arguments in 
battalions and sabered away the gordian 
knot of controversy. It may not, there- 
tore, be uninteresting even in this age of 
reason and enlightenment to examine the 
question critically. 
It will be remembered that the New 
York Tribune held that the triumph of the 
German arms was due almost entirely to 
the superior intelligence of the German 
soldier over the French, and drew from 
the result of the war an argument in favor 
of culture among the rank and file. The 
London Spectator did not believe in 
educated pawns. Educated soldiers, it 
claimed, would think more critically 
about the military policy than those 
| who were uneducated—that they would 
be apter to discern if their lives were 
| throwg away to no purpose; would feel 
| distrust sooner; ard that this criticising and 
rationalizing spirit in the mindg of the 
troops would be of a paralyzing kind, and 
tend to mutiny if they did not happen to 
put perfect taith in the ability of their 
leaders. Now a magazine is before us 
which claims that the triumph of Prussia 
was due solely to the demoralization pro- 
duced by the Empire in France, and not 
to any superior prowess of the Prussians. 
It was not that Germany was so powerful, 
it thinks, but that France was so weak, 
From all these views we differ in part, 
and with all we agree in part. But the 
secret of the German success lies, we 
think, chiefly in the extraordinary discip- 
line and organization of the 
army. The foundations of the 
late victories were in fact laid many years 
before the present Emperor took his seat 
upon the throne. It is related of Frep- 
' ERICK WiLLt1aM that he first conceived 
| the design of raising Prussia from 
obscurity, and placing her upon a footing 


to contmme the severe role of his father 
to which he always had been a 
suffering. victim. With these troops 
he won victories and with 
them came the honor of being regarded 
the first soldier of the age in @vhich he 


tienda. Qieowe de bat Littl donbt that the 
present WAA owes his late victories 


to those two illustrious predecessors. 

It is said ot Rouur us that atter his death 
he sent an order to the Romans, command 
ing that they should attend to arms. 
assuring them that they would then 
become the greatest nation of the world 
The example of the two FREDERICKSs 
seems to have performed the same kind 


before. the irresistible arms of the first 
NAPoLEeon; but he was one of the prodi- 
gies ot nature, and it is hardly ſair to 
regard the extraordinary feats of such an 
extraordmary genius as sufficient to over - 
turn a course of reasoning which would 
otherwise be complete and conclusive. 
The causes assigned ure undoubtedly 
the causes which have produced the won- 
dertul events of the past few months. 
The present powerful military organiza- 
tion is composed of the armed men who 
sprung trom the bydra's teeth sown by 
FREDERICK WiLitaM. This is, after all, 
the secret of the military power of a 
nation. It requires time and care, but the 
fruits of such patient labor will ultimately

The 
shadow of a great name has often repelled 
the approach even of the reckless and 
daring. And we may justly suppose that 
the present military prowess ot Prussia 
will survive many ages—perhaps until 
the entire Eastern hemisphere shall 
be divided between her and her 
more poweriul neighbor, Russia. The 
struggle tor dominion over one-half of the 
globe may some day take place between 
these two powers; and should this ever 
occur, the one which professes arms as her 
“principal honor, study and occupation,’ 
and which will thus lay the surest fouunda- 
tion tor future greainess, will rise victo- 
rious from the red deluge.
